South Vietnam : New fight¬ 
ing broke out southwest of Dak 
To on 20 November in what was 
described as the most intensive 
action in the enemy's two-week- 
old highlands campaign. 

Preliminary casualty re¬ 
ports on this engagement show 
heavy American losses; there 
are no figure's yet on enemy 
casualties. The North Vietnam¬ 
ese 174th Regiment was appar¬ 
ently engaged in the largest of 
the recent actions. This is 
the first time the unit has 
been committed to battle in th 
current campaign. 

There has been no evidenc 
of any significant enemy with¬ 
drawals from the battle area in 
the highlands, and it appears 
that the fighting will continue
